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HEN the Booklist was founded in 1905 as an aid in book 
selection for smaller libraries away from book centers, no 
field other than American was contemplated. So it is gratifying 
to consider that 85 copies now go regularly to Canada, 13 to 
Australia, 20 each to China and England, 9 cepies journey to 
France, 5 to New Zealand and to Denmark and 5 to South 
Africa, while India and Hawaii have 11 subscriptions each. Four 
take care of Filipino needs and 4 enable Japanese librarians to 
select from America’s plethora of print, while Booklists in one’s 
and two’s are scattered over the earth from Holland to Egypt 
and from the Virgin Islands to Peru. Altogether more than 200 
copies go outside these United States each month. 


HANKS to three enterprising firms, good poetry, old and 

new, is being offered at a low price and in convenient and 
attractive format—an interesting and encouraging commentary 
on poetry reading of the day. Simon and Schuster have an 
American series, Pamphlet poets, and selections from these 
authors have already appeared: Nathalia Crane; H. D.; Edgar 
Allen Poe; Carl Sandburg; and Elinor Wylie. E. Benn in Lon- 
don and Stokes in the United States are responsible for The 
Augustan books of modern poetry which so far include selections 
from Hilaire Belloc, Robert Bridges, G. K. Chesterton, John 
Keats, Shelley and Tagore. A quite different series is The 
little books of new poetry put out by Lincoln MacVeagh, The 
Dial press. In this are Sussex poems by Bennett Weaver, The 
portrait of the abbot by Richard Church, and The weed in the 
wall and other poems by James McLane. The slight and perish- 
able form of these pamphlets makes their suitability for libraries 
a question for each librarian to decide for herself. She will wish 
to know of them at any rate that she may tell poetry lovers about 
them.
